As was stated in the Gazette on Friday, 
Dr. George Henry Lamsou, an American 
physician, was hanged in London on that 
day for poisoning his wife’s brother. The 
case became an interesting one, not only 
on account of the prominence of the doc­ 
tor, but 
likewise 
on 
account 
of 
the deliberate and cold hearted mur­ 
der ho 
committed. 
He was 
born 


in this country, and his fatiier is the 
Rev. William O. Lamson, an Episcopal 
clergyman of much learning aud promi­ 
nence. Young Lamson studied medicine 
in the best colleges iii Paris, and also 
at the Edinburgh College of Physicians 
aud Surgeons. He served in the Franco- 
Priissiau war as a Burgeon, aud also dur­ 
ing the war in Europe rn 1877-8. 
He 
was active, energetic, and popular in the 
service he rendered, anti received numer­ 
ous decorations—French bronze and iron 
crosses, a Sebian gobi cross aud medal, 
the Roumanian star and the Turkish 
Medjidte, and other marks of honor. 
He 
spent sometime in Paris, Florence, aud 
other chief cities of the continent, aud 
finally began the practice of medicine in 
Hampshire, England, but was not suc­ 
cessful. 
While in England he married 
an English lady, sud after his failure in 
Hampshire, lie removed to the I nited 
States, but being of a restless disposition, 
he could not secure a practice. 
He then 
returned to England aud began the plot 
for murdering his wife’s brother—Percy 
Malcolm John, a boy only 19 years old. On 
the death of Percy, Dr. Lamson’a wife 
would be entitled to nearly $9,09(1, and to 
secure this antu, Dr. Lamsou determined 
to put Ut death his brother-iu-law. 
The 
boy was a cripple, having a curvature of 
the spine, and traveled alxmt in a wheeled 
chair. Pretending to give hun medicine 
one day, the doctor administered aconite, 
the most |k* w erf ii I of poisons, from tin* 
effect* of winch the boy died several 
hours afterward. This was done ou the 
3d of last December, ami his name hav­ 
ing I>oea associated with the death cf the 
boy, Dr. Lamson returned to London to 
remain until after the inquest, and this 


M alad his fate. He thought his return 
would screen hun from disgrace, but he 
was disappointed. 
He was arrested, 
tried, •<*nvieted, and sentenced to be 


L o ndo n, April 2 8.—Dr. Lamson was 
hanged at 9 o’clock this morning. 
He 
was calm aud composed. Only three rt - 
porters were present at the hanging. The 
procession entered the jard of the prison 
at 8.55, when the prison bell was tolling 
the death knell. The chaplain headed 
the procession. 
He was followed by two 
prison officials. The prisoner, who, un­ 
til the time of starting, hail been calm 
aud composed, looked aw fully pale aud 
composed, and was very nervous. 
He 
was supported by wardens on either side, 
aud was with difficulty able to descend 
the steps to tho yard. He was met by 
Marwood, the executioner, at the foot of 
tile steps. The prisoner was bareheaded. 
Tile operation of pinioning him seemed 
interminable. He submitted without a 
word, and hardly seem ed, to appreciate 
what was going ou. 
From the steps 
there was a distance of sixty yards to 
traverse to the gallows. 
Damson was 
supported with difficulty from this point 
to the scaffold. 
He swayed backward 
aud forward, and stared wildly around 
him.* When placed under the noose, the 
chaplain, who appeared much affected 
began to read the burial service. 
Lam­ 
son in the meanwhile being supported 
by two jailers. Just before the cap was 
adjusted he cast down his eyes with a 
look of extreme despair. The drop was 
nine feet, and death was instantaneous. 
The chaplain remained by the gallows, 
repeating the Lord’s Prayer. The body 
remained hanging one hour. 
At the formal inquest the surgeon who 
made the examination testified tiiat he 
had been properly executed. His neck 
was not dislocated, and his features wore 
a placid expression. With the exception 
of a slight red mark around his neck, there 
was nothing to indicate a violent death. 
The jury gave a verdict in accordance 
with the evidence. 
The Lancet utterly fails to perceive a 
particle of evidence demonstrating the 
insanity of the late Dr. Lamson. 
The News believes that if Dr. Lamsou 
had been reprieved on the ground of in­ 
sanity it would be impossible hereafter 
to punish any criminals who could show 
that indulgence in sedatives aud narcot­ 
ics had weakened their physical and men­ 
tal conditions. 
Quite a large crowd of tho lower orders 
gathered outside the jail early to witness 
the hoisting of the black flag as a signal 
of the execution. The fact that the flag­ 
staff was not erected until after dark yes­ 
terday caused some to think a re­ 
prieve would be granted at the last mo 
ment, on account of occurrence of 
royal marriage.

W a sh in g t o n , April 28.—W. E. Carter, 
of Platteville, a prominent Wisconsin at­ 
torney, arrived here this evening to attend 
to an important suit pending in the Uni­ 
ted States Supreme Court.

Roundtree was beaten in the 
lower court upon, as is alleged, an arbit­ 
rary ruling of the court, and judgment 
rendered in favor of the Chicago brokers, 
whereupon Rounhtree appealed to the 
court of last resort.
